6. A copy of ny reply thereto# dated 10 January 1958# as Incl. 4* I 
wonder how much reliance Mr. Hagelin will feel warranted in placing upon ray- 
statement that "he need worry about these K-209's any longer." With regard to 
selling him 200*300 K-209 1 3 for use in a NATO country# the official record file 
of our dealings with Mr. Hageling ehould be consulted. So I recall the matter a 
similar request from Hr. Hagelin# but for a largernuaiber of 14*209*8# was refused 
by direction of USCIB.
